CLEANING & LUBRICATING . . 

Should powder residue or any dirt accumulate in the barrel, it can easily be 



removed. Open the action fully, rest the heel of the stock on the floor and 
hold the gun barrel near the muzzle with the left hand. Push a bra^s cleaning 
brush soaked in Niiro solvent through the muzzle end, and work it up and 
down throughout the entire length of the bore. Follow this by wiping the bore 
with clean patches until the last one comes out unsoiled. A light protective 
film of oil may be applied with a patch if desired. 

Periodically, dirt and fouling should be removed froni the bolt, extractors, 
and other operating parts* This should be done with a tooth brush soaked in 
Nitro solvent* Following this, these parts should be wiped dry and oiled 
lightly. 

Your FLITE-KING is treated with new siliconized and polarized oil. This 
exclusive, patented process gets down into the pores of the steel and protects 
against perspiration and other corrosive elements which cause rust. This oil 
makes Hi-Slandard guns the most rust resistant of any you can buy* It gives 
the best lubrication of any oil tested. And it protects and beaiitities stock 
and forearm* 
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OPERATING INSTRUCTIONS . . . 

TO MAfCE GUN SAf£: Safely is located in guard bow foreward of trigger. (Sec 
Figure 2). With hummer cocked push safely bur from left to right until red 
band is covered. This movement locks trigger and gun cannot be fired. Always 
lock the trigger when carrying a loaded gun. 

TO RELEASE SAFETY: Push safety from right to left exposing red band and 
gun fs ready to fire. 

TO LOAD CHAAiBffi: Open action fully by pul ling buck on fore-end. If gun is 
locked, press in action slide release located in rear left .side of guard bow. 
(See Figure 1). Drop shell in loading port. (See Figure IT 
TO LOAD MAGAZINE: With the safely locking the trigger, insert shells up- 
ward imo bottom of receiver as in Figure 3 and push forward into magazine 
lube past cartridge stops. Repeat until magazine is full. Magazine uornially 
holds 5 shells, or 2 with 8" plug in magazine.. 

TO OPfl^ArE; When gun is lired, the action automaticajly unlocks so that the 
fore-end slide can be drawn fully back, and then forward. This operation 
extracts and ejects the fixed shell, cocks the hammer and carries loaded shell 
into chamber. Gun is now loaded, double- locked and ready to fire. Always 
lock trigger with the safety lo prevent accidental firing. 

TO «£MOV£ lOADED SHELL FROM CHAMBER WITHOUT ffRING : LoeX trigger. Press 
in action slide, release button and open action slowly until shell is opposite 
ejection porL Place pajm of your hand just over port opening and pull back 
on fore-end and shell will drop out. 

TO REMOVE IdAOED SHEUS FROM MAGAZINE: Turn gun over wilh trigger guard 
up. barrel pointed to left, and press back left carriage stop as in Figure 4; 
this releases shell from within magazine. Remove shell and repeat unLtl 
magazine is empty. 

PLUGGING MAGAZINE FOR 3 SHOTS: Remove magazine band screw. Move 
magazine band to one side. (See Figure 5 and 6). Remove both magazine 
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I tube locking screwii while holding mEigazinc cap Jirmly, Remove magazine 
cap being careful to hold back magazine spring which is under tension, tnsert 
wooden plug and reassemble. This reduces magazine capacity lo only 2 
shells with one shell in the chamber, allowing 3 shells in gun lO comply 
with game laws of certain stares- 

DISASSEMBLING ... 

TO THtGGER ASSiMBLY: With pencil point OF small screw driver push 

I out trigger lock pin from right to left sklc of receiver as in figure S, Lift 

rear part of trigger guard bow until projection of guard clears stock; then 
pull up and to the rear as in Figure 9. 

CABTfliDGE STOP, P/GHT HANDi Disengage right hand cartridge stop from round 
slot in receiver wall and lift out of receiver. 

ACTiON SLIDE: Move forc-end rear-ward until all shoulders of slide are centered 
in the square cuts in receiver. Then while pulling slide upward move fore-end 
fully forward. Action bar is now free from slide. Hold slide up, make sure it 
is disengaged from breech block by moving breech block forward and lift 
slide cut of receiver. (Sec Figure 10). 

CARfUBU and breech BOtF Push fore -end to rear and slide breech bolt forward 
inside receiver. Using cartridge stop as tool, disengage the right side of the 
carrier from hole in receiver. Then disengage left side, and lift carrier out of 
receiver as in Figure I I. With fore-end forward, slide breech bolt fully to the 
rear* and holding it at the rear, lift up and out of receiver as in Figure 12. 

ASSEMBLING . . . 

I. BREECH BOLT: With round side of breech bolt facing receiver opening and 
with extractors forward, insert into receiver bottom and slide forward. 

2. CARRIER: Move fore-end fully to the rear, grasp front and sides of carrier 
as in Figure 11, flat side up, squeeze carrier sides slightly, and engage hinge 
ends in proper holes in receiver. Raise front end of the carrier, then lower to 
I™ rest over breech bolt. 
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J. SI/DE: Move hrecch boJi to the rear, centered in ?^quare cuts in receiver. 
Move fore-end rear ward until action bar hook is dighriy back of the forward 
square cm in receiver, place slide over receiver cuts and drop into receiver 
(Make sure action bar hook has engaged the corresponding cut in slide). 

4, CARTRIDGE STOP: R .H. : Insert right hand cartridge slop, with round stud 
slide into stud opening in receiver. 

5, TRlGQiR ASSEMBLY: With Forc end fully forward and the hammer of the 
trigger assembly in a cocked position, hold cartridge stop flush with receiver 
walls, insert front end of trigger guard with guide prongs fitting into guide 
grooves in receiver walls* push forward and down. (See Figure 14). 

6, IRiGGER GUARD LOCK PiN: Push Insert the left hand safety button from 

small end of pin into receiver from the side opposite the plunger. Make 



left to right. (Before attempting to 
drive in pin, carefully align trigger 
guard until pin hole shows dear 
passage). 

If a left hand safety is desired, 
order Left Hand Safety Button* The 
installation procedure Ls as follows: 
Place the gun with the trigger guard 
up. Remove the old safely as follows: 

L Cock the gun, 

2, Push safety to cjtpose red 
band, 

3. With a pair of long nosed 
pliers grasp the safety on the 
side opposite the red band 
and rotate the safely button 
slightly clock-wise and push 
in. 



sure that the end with the red band 
is inserted first and that the notch ei» 
are down. While holding the plunger 
down, push the safety button through 
the trigger guard until the plunger 
engages either of the iwo notches.
